STRESSES EVOLVING RELATIONSHIP US-JAPAN-EUROPE. PROGRAM 
DESGN INCLUDES KEYNOTE ADDRESS IN TOKYO, NATIONAL SEMINAR IN 
FUKUOK, SYMPOSIA AT EACH CENTER. END SUMMARY. 

1. POST SUBMITS REQUEST FOUR SPEAKERS EY 74 MAJORPACKAGED 
PROGRAM #4 ON INTERNATIONAL AFEAIRS PROGRAM TITLE: "US- 
JAPAN RELATIONS IN A GLOBAL PERPSPECTIVE". TIME: JUNE 10 TO 
28, 1974. EXACT TIMING SUBJCCT TO CHANGE DEPENDING AVAILA- 
BILITY SPEAKERS. 

2. PURPOSE OF PROGRAM TO DEVELOP UNDERSTANDING US EFFORTS 
CREATE STABLE STRUCTURE OF PEACE, EMPHASIZING IMPLCATIONS 
FOR US-JAPAN RELATIONS OF EVOLVING RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
JAPN, US, AND EUROPE. WITH RISE OF INTEREST ISSUES INVOLVING 
EC AND GROWING CONCERN IN JAPAN OVER MEANINGKISSINGER'S 
"DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES" THEME CONSIDERED TIMELY AND 
RELEVANT WHAT ONCE NOT DISCUSED MUCH NOW INCRESINGLY 
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DEBATED IN MDIA AND INTELLECTUAL CIRCLES. POST PARTICIPATION 
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IN PREADING DIALOG SEEN EVEN MORE CRUITAL BY JUNE 1974. 

3. HOWEVER '74 PRESIDENTIAL EOREIG POLICY STATEMENT AND 
FAST-BREAKING DEVELOPMENTS MAY PROVKE NEW ASPECT TO QUESTION. 
GIVEN EVER CHANGING INTERNATIONAL SCHENE, POT HESITATES 
PINPOINTSPECIFIC TOPICS TO BE COVERED. WIH THIS UNDERSTOOD, 
HOWEVER, POST NOTES NEED TODAY FOR DISCUSSION FOLLOWING 
GENERAL POINTS: 

A. NATURE OF COMMUNITY INTERESTS US-JAAN-EC. 

B. HOW RELATIONS OF THREE AFFECT USSR, PRC, OTHER 
DEVELOPED CUNTRIES, ON ONE HAND LESS DEVELOPED CONTRIES

D. MONETARY REFORM AND TRADE EXPANSION. 

E. IMPROVED CONSULTATION BY MAJOR POWERS IN CONTROLLING 
REGIONAL THREATS TO WORLD PEACE. 

F. FURTHER IMPROVEMENT RELATIONS OLD ENEMIES AND 
REINFORCING TIESWITH TRADITIONAL AT, I .IRS. 

POLITICAL IMPLICATIONS MULTILATERAL SOLUTIONS ABOVE PROBLEMS 
UPPERMOST IN POST'S MIND. ECONOMIC ISSUES INEVITABLE BUT 
CONSIDERED SECODARY IN IMPROTANCE THIS PROGRAM. OVERALL 
EMPHASIS SHOULD BE ON HOW INDIVIDUAL NATIONAL INTERESTS 
JAPAN AND US RELATE TO EUROPEAN AND ALL WITHIN GLOBAL PER- 
SPECTIVE. 

4. POST'S STANDING POLICY REQUIRES APPOPRIATE USG SPOKESMEN 

FOR ALL MAJOR PACKAGED POGRAMS ON ECONOMICS AND INTERNATIONAL 
AFFAIRS. RECENT SUCCESS OF MALMGREN IN ECONOMICS PACKAGE 
REAFFIRMED POST BELIE KNOWLEDGEABL ARTICULAT USG SPOKESMAN 
CERTARALLY IMPORTANT. THUS, POST URGES SELECTION HIGH RANKING 
STATE OFFICIAL FAMILIAR WITH PR OBJ, RMS JAPAN AS WELL AS EUROPE. 

HE WOULD DELIVER KEYNOTE ADDRESS SETTING TONE FOR ENTIRE 
PROGRAM AND PARTICIPATE NATIONAL SEMINAR FUKUOKA TOO. 

MINIMUM TIME IN COUNTRY ONE WEEK IDEAL CANDIDATE ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY INGERSOLL. HELMPUT SOONENFELDT AND ASSISTAT 
SECRETARY ARTHUR HARTMAN VERY ATTRCTIVE TOO. BUT AS WITH 
OTHER NAMES SUGGESTED BELOW POT HEARTILY WELCOMES STATEMENT 
USIA IDEAS HERE TOO. 

5. SECOND SPEAKER; ACADEMICIAN WITH BROAD OVERVIEW GLOBAL 
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AFFARS, FAMILIARITY JAPAN'S ROLE WORLD AFFAIRS, FIRM GRASP 
ECONOMIC ISSUES. JAAN SPECIALIST NOT ESSENTIAL BUT IF CU 
KNOWS ONE ALSO WELL VERSED EUROPEAN SITUATION, HE IS MOST 
WELCOME. COLUMBIA'S JAMESMORLEY IS GOOD MODEL GOBAL- 
JAPANOPHILE COLUMBIA'S WILFRID KOHL PERHAPS CLOSER TO 
POLITICAL SCIENTIST WITH GLOBAL VIEW, BUT POST UNSURE HIS 
FAMILITARY JAAN SIDE OF EQUATION

6. THIRD SPEAER: CONGRESSIONAL REPRESENTATIVE. PREVIOUS 
CONGRESSIONAL PROGRAMMING JAPAN VERY SUCCESSEUL AND POST 
HAS HIH HOPES SOMEONE A VAIL ABLE THIS PROGRAM. IDEAL AGIN 
ONE FAMILIAR WITH US-JAPA RELATIONSHIP BUT QUALIFIED AD- 
DRESS EUROPEAN AFFAIRS TOO. HE CAN PRESENT LGISLATORS' 

VIEW OF PROBLEM POST FEELS SENATOR OR CONGRESSMEN EROM 
FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE MOST APPROPRIATE, BUT CU AND

B,C,D; AND CONRESSMAN AN OVERVIEW OF ALL; MEDIA MAN 
MIGHT BEST DISCUSS POINT E AN F. HIS MORE INDEPENENT 
POSITION PROVIDEGOOD COTRACST OTHER THREE SPEAKERS. 
KNOWLEDGE OF US-JAPANRELATIONSHIP PREFERRE. GEORGE 
PACKARD OP PHILADELPHIA BULLETIN FIRST CHOICE BUT OTHER 
CANDIDATES WELCOME.
